Serene Lig tine s the “Margrave of Anfpack, 
the Dukes of Leeds and Bedtord, and the Carls 
of Albemarle and Granvilie, deine elefied 
Knichts of the Garter, and wmjiaild at Winde 
for, on Uhurfday the s2th of July, 1750, 
we believe the following Account of that august 
Ceremony, wil met be umacceptable to our 
Readers. 


HE CommiMoners appointed to inital the Knights 
cleét, being robed in their eomplear Habis ot the 


Order, met in the great Chamber of the Deaa 
of Winejor’s Lodvings, where the Officers of che Order at- 
tend in their Habits, and the Knights elect come thither 
in their Under Habits, with their Caps and Feathers in 
their Hands, 

Suciy Knights as are named in the Cammifion, are firi? 
to be conducted in their full Habits to the Chapel, pre- 
ceded by the poor Knights and Prebends in their Havin, 
and the Officers of Arms in their Coats, who enter tle 
Choir with the ufval Reverences ; and when foch Knighes 
have taken their refpective Sralls, the poor Knighrs and 
Prebends return and attend in the Cloilter, and the On 
hicers of Armas in the Dean’s Hall. 

Then the Proceffion begins in the following Order. 
Poor Knights, two and two; Prebends two and two; 
Othcers ot Arms two and two: The cleet Knights we 
and two, having their Caps and Fearhers in their Hands, 
the Junior going firtt. The Officers of the Order in their 
Crin:fon Sartin Manties, the Regifter having on his Right 
Hand Gaiter King ot Arms, carrying the Sovereign's 
Commiilion, and the Black Rod onthe Lett. The Knights 
Commillioners two and two, covered with their Black 
Caps and Feathers, the Juniors firft; and thus proceeding 
into the North Ifle of the Chapel, the poor Knights make 
a Stand at a Diftance beyond the Chaprer-Houte Door ; the 
Prebends do the fame nearer to the Chapter-Houfe Door ; 
the Officers of Arms next to the Chaprer-Houfe Doser. 

The Knights elect retires to a Chair placed for that 
Purpofe behind the Altar. The three Officers of the Or- 
der enter the ChaprereHoufe; after thei the Commif- 
fioners, who fet themfelves at the Side of the Table ac- 
caning to their Seniority and Form ot the Sralls in the 
Chapel. 

Garter, with Reyerence, prefents the Commifhon, tc 
the Senior Commiihioner, who gives it to the Regiiter to 
read; which being done, he prefents the fame to the 
Lords Commiffioners, who redeliver the fame to the Re- 
gifter to be entered. 

Then Garter is fent to condu& the Senior Kuight by 
Fie<tion from his Chair tothe Chapter-Haufe Door, where 
he is received by the Commiffioners ; Garter then pmo. 
ceeding before them to that Part of tle Table, where the 
Enfigns of the Knight ele& are placed. Garter is then 
{ent-to bring in all the other Knights elest or Proxies, ac- 
cording to their Seniorities, who are ail tingly mrroduced 
and received in the fame Manner. 

Garter then prefents the Lords Commifiioners the Sur- 
coat of the Senior Knight clect, who inveit him there- 
with ; the Regifter reading the Admonition : “ Take this 
Robe of Crimfon to the Increafe of your Honour, and & 
Token or Sign of theymoft nobie Order you have received, 
wherewith you being defended, may be bold, nor only 
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flrone to fights, but alto to r yourfelf to fhed your 
Blood for Chrif’s Faith, the Liberties of the Church, 
and tiie jot and necefiary Detence of them that are 
onprcifed and needy.” 

"Phen Garter prefents the Crimfon Velvet Girdle 


to the Lords Coatmifioners, who buckle 1f On O% 

the Surcoat: Vien the Hanger and Sword, which 
they alfe gird on. ‘The fame is repeated to all the 
Kuipiits erect in their Order; but (ue Proxies are not

Garter then preients 
the Hood to the Commiffioners, who put it over the 
Knighe’s Right Shoulder, bringing the Tippets a- 
thwart his Breait, and tucking them under the Belt.

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Then Garter prefents to them the great Collar and 
George, which they faften over the Mantle and Hood, 
oon the Knight’s Shoulder, whilft the Regifler reads 
.,e Admonition: ‘* Wear this Collar about thy Neck, 
adorned with the Image of the blefled Martyr and 
Soldier of Chri, St. George, by whofe Imitation pro- 
yoked, thou mayeft fo overpafs both profperous and 
siverie Encounters, that having foutly vanquifhed thy 
Enemies both of Body and Soul, thou mayeft not 
only receive the Praife of this tranfient Cembar, but 
be crowned withthe Palm of eternal Vidory.”’ 

Garter then prefents his Statute Book, which the 

Commifioners deliver to the Knight, and the Com- 
mihoners then place the Cap and Feathers on his 
Head, and fet him in his Stall, whereon the Officers 
ot the Order retire with the ufual Reverences, and 
fand before their Seats. 
falled, rifes up, makes his Reverences, firft towards 
the Altar, then to the Sovereign’s Stall; and then the 
Commiflioners embracing him, congratulate him and 
deicend. The Commifiioners being coine down in 
the Middle of the Choir, make their Reverences: 
And if no more are to be inftalled, the Junior Knight 
fands in the Choir before his Stall till the Senior 
aicends his Stall, when the other aifo takes his Stall, 
and both make their Reverences as foon as they are 
inthem. ‘The Officers of the Orderthen make their 
Reverences, and fit in their Seats: The Officers of 
Arms in a Body do the like, and come down towards 
the Sovereign’s Stall, placing themfelves on both 
Sides. Laftly, the poor Knights do the fame, and 
retire towards their Seats. 

If there be any other Knights eleét, they are feve- 
rally infiall’d in the fame Manner. But in cafe the 
fame be done by Proxy, he enters bare-headed, be- 
tween the Commiffioners, and is conducted to the Seat 
wider the Stall of his Principal, where the Regifter 
c.ves kim the Oath; and then he is in the former 
Nethod led into the Stall, where the Commifiioners 
put the Mantle over his leit Shoulder or Arm, in fuch 
Nianner as the Crofs embroider’d within the Garter 
may be feen: And then the Commiffioners Seat him 
in the Stall, who forthwith rifes up, makes his Reve- 
rences to the Altar, and to the Sovereign's Stal!, and 
(.en the Commiffioners embrace him, and congratulate 
um in the Name of his Principal. | 
| The Inftallation being over, the Knights, during 
“ving Service, with great Ceremony, coming to the 
ails, make only Reverences towards the Altar, and 
kneeling down, offer Gold and Silver into the Baion 
held by two of the Prebends. 

When Prayers are ended, there is a grand Pro- 
ceflion to the Caflle, where all the Anights dine. 

1 he Oath mentioned inthis Account, is as follows : 
‘ You being chofen to be one of the honourable 
Company of this moft noble Order of the Garter, 
hall promife and {wear by the holy Evangeliits, by 
you here touched, that wittingly and willingly you 
all not break any Statute of the faid Order, or any 


The Knight being thus in- 
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Articles in them contained, the fame being agreeable, 
and not repugnant to the Laws of Almighty God, 
and the Laws of this Realm, as far forth as to you 
belongeth and apperiaineth. So help you God and 
his hely Word.” 


Culture of Woons nee-fary for the werkirg of 
Englifh drow. 


T being made apparent, when the Iron Affair 
if was before the Parliament laft Seffions, that we 
have an unlimited Steck of Iron Stone, and Pu- 
Coals; alfo proper Places to ereét Works; fo that 
we might make a mach larger Quantity of Iron than 
we do at prefent, and not only fecure but very much 
improve this valuable ‘Trade, cid we not labour un- 
der one great Difiiculty, which is the want of Woods 
to fupply the great Confumption requifite in fuch 
Works; it is thought well worth the Confideration of 
the Legiflature to provide a Remedy, by encourag- 
ing the planting and cultivating Wood on ail our 
Watte Lands. 

Suppofe, therefore, that every Parifh in Englend, 

wherein there are more than 500 Acres of Walle 
Land, fhould be enjoined to incloie it, and plant, fet, 
or fow it, in order to raife Wood ; and that it remain 
inclofed for 20 Years, and then be opened for the Be- 
nefit of the Parith, for the grazing of Cattle, Ge. 
After which the Proprietors to be at Liberty to cut it 
down, when they pleafe, and then to make up the In- 
clofures again for 14 Years, and then to be opened for 
grazing, as above, tll cut down; and this to be a con- 
tinued Rule. And if any Parifh, or Perfons, fo qua- 
lified as above, decline to put this Method in Practice, 
that it may be lawful for any Perfon or Perfons what- 
foever, giving a Year's Notice in a publick Manner 
of their Intention, and on paying a certain Sum per 
Acre, annually to inclofe, plant, or fow fuch Watte 
Ground, and to reap the Benefit and Advantages 
thereof. It is f{ubmitted to the Legiflature, as an En- 
couragement to (o ufeful an Undertaking, that all fuch 
Woods be exempted from Tythe, or at leaft be fub- 
ject only to a moderate Modus, adequate to their pre- 
fent Value. And whereas vaft Quantities of Woods 
perith, or run to Decay, for want of proper Care in 
cutting them down when at Maturity, others do not 
replant a fufficient Stock to make up the Deficiency 
of what they deftroy, and others alfo fell their Wood 
and Timber too {oon, to their own Difadvantage, "tis 
hoped that the Parliament will nd a Remedy in every 
fucn Cafe by fome Tax or Penalty, that Timber and 
Cordwood may be had in fufficient Quantities for 
every national Purpofe.

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duced, by the late Treaty of Peace; fhould thefe fee 
no farther Profpect of getting a Livelihood in their 
native Country, they will juflly and wifely endeavour 
to procure one in any other. We know, by the moft 
authentic Informations, that great Numbers of our 
Seamen are gone into foreign Service, as others have 
done into foreign Fifheries. How greatly the late 
Cardinal de F/eury improved the French Commerce, 
was evident fromm the Increafe of the Merchart-fhips 
of that Nation, to the infinite Prejudice of our Trade 
in general, and that of our Colonies in particular. 
As the Seamen who are gone from us, will {carcely be 
brought back, either by the Intreaties of their Coun- 
crymen, or the ‘Verror of a Proclamation; our own 
Interett, (abftraéted from Gratitude, to Men who 
ferzed us fo gallantly and fo faithfully, in Seatons of 
Danger,) fhould induce us to procure, with all ima- 
ginable Speed, fome Employment for fuch of them, 
as ftill continue among us, to prevent their being 
forced Abroad; or their being reduced to the fad al- 
ternative, either of begging from Door to Door, or 
of plungicg into Crimes that may bring them to a fa- 
tal End, of which we have already had many melan- 
choly Inftances.—-Thrice happy wall it therefore be 
tor Great-Britain, if our Seamen, who form fo valu- 
able a Part of the Commonwealth, may, by the expe- 
dient here humbly fubmitted to the Publick, be kept 
near at Hand, to defend us in Time of War, and be 
rendered more ufeful to us in Time of Peace.” 

The Author then fhews, that the Founders of this 
great Undertaking could not intend to make it a Mo- 
nopoly, as they introduced a Claufe in this Bill, by 
which all the Maritime Towns throughout our Ifland, 
are allowed to fubfcribe to this Fifhery. He then 
makes fome Remarks, on the Severity often employed 
in our prefing Seamen. As he inveighs very warm- 
ly againft this Practice, he was aware, that fome Ob- 
jections might be made to his Way of thinking; and, 
to obviate them, he writes as follows, (in the Preface 
to the fecond Edition of his Pamphlet.) ‘ The 
Warmth with which he (the Author) expreffes him- 
felf, in Oppofition to the Violence, frequently ufed in 
our impreiling Seamen, may not be approved by ma- 
ny, who will think him an Utopian. His Refent- 
ment arofe from fome cruel Examples to which he 
was an Eye witnefs. He yet is not infenfible, that 
this Pradtice, however barbarous, muft neverthelefs be 
employed, in cde our Fleets could not be manned any 
other Way = Neceility bas no Law, and all Things 
muft fubmit to the pielling Exigencies of the State. 
Hie only is humbly of Opinion, that if the Fitheries 
were well ettablithed, in all their Latitudes, the Go- 
vernment {ould not be forced to employ the fevgre 
Expedients, agaiit which he has taken the Liberty to 
laveigh.”—- 

Here follow the Author’s RefleCions.—‘“ The 
Eitablifhment of the Herring Fifhery might put a 
Stop to the barbarous Cultom of imprefling Seamen, 
and tearing then: trom their Families: A Practice fo 
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difgraceful to the Nation, fo repugnant to Marne 
Charta, fo unworthy of human Nature, and ther, 
fore fo warmly inveighed againft by fome of the mos 
judicious Chiefs of our Navy; a Praétice which ‘on 
proved the Ruin of Multitudes of poor Families, and 
the Dettruction of fome valuable Branches of Trade . 
not to mention its having been the Bane of ‘ie 
Fifhery, inthe Jace War. This abominable Praétic. 
afiecis not only the common Sailors, but is fometime. 
{candaloufly extended to the Mates, and even to the 
Matters of our trading Veffels. Farther; what can 
be more inhuman, than to imprefs Mariners at thei, 
Return from tedious and painful Voyages; withour 
permitting them to tread their beloved native Shore 
or giving them the Confolation toembrace their Rela. 
vions and Friends? And yet Cuttom has fo far recog 

ciled us to this fhocking Pra¢tice, that many fevere 
Anempts of it are only made the fubjeét of Laugh. 
ter.—The Author, after giving a barbarous Intlance, 
with regard to unprefling, makes thele Reflection: 

—‘* Tlow would the Reader’s Indignation and Anger 
rife, fnould I affirm, that Doors are often broke open, 
Windows burit through, Floors torn up, and innocent 
Fathers of Families fometimes murdered, on thet 
horrid Oceafions! For the Truth of which J appeal 
to the Inhabitants of Wapping, Shadavell, &c. 

The Author, after fame other Obfervations on ]m- 
preiling, continues in Manner following :—* Thete 
Rigours often drag the valuable Men, whofe Advocates 
we are, from a comfortable Subfiftence, and perhaps 
a much loved Family, and hurry them to neceliary 
Perils, that often prove fatal, or, if they do come 
back unhurt, may not rcftore them to their former 
happy, though contracted Circumftances; but un- 
gratefully turning them adrift, by their being dif- 
charged the Service, expofe them to the Mercy of a 
bard-hearted World. Here I cannot forbear quoting 
four Veriles, (for the Sake of the Senfe contained in 
them,) tranfcribed from the Window of a Country 
Inn. 


Our God and Sailors we alike adore, 

Fut on tho brink of Ruin, or before 5 

After Deliverance theyre alike requited, 
Our God niglected, and our Sailors Sighted. 


The Author thus adds :—* Reafon as well as the 
common Dic¢iates of Humanity, (to put Gratitude and 
Intereft out of the Queftion,) cll loudly upon us, to 
caft about, as foon as pofhible, for fo ne Metiod which 
may prevent our being obliged, 11 future Emergen- 

_cies, to have Recourfe to the deceitable Practice above 
hinted at. And none, (I prefume,) can be fo condu-
